The public finds it hard to 
love a poor loser.

A PALE youth—body wasted by

The young man claims that he. was edu- 
d to he a thief. When 12 years o'ld, he was 


taken through the streets of Pacific coast cities. 
Detectives were pointed out to him. Like a 
Pupil of Fagin, he was coached in all the tech- 
nique of crime—how to steal, make a getaway, 
dispose of loot. At 13, as bellboy in a Seattle 
"Otel, he started his crime career by breaking 
ln to the proprietor's room, stealing a purse— 
£n<i removing his fingerprints. 


For three years, he says, he was a thief, 


finally Oregon sent him to a 
reformatory. 


J*ere he had time to "think it over" and study 
"'mseif. He escaped, went east, made his 
Way honestly. Then, in uniform, he went to 
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France, where he was gassed, 
shell-shocked 


and wounded. Recovered, he continued living 
honestly. But something kept him uneasy,,un- 
happy. 
Finally the light dawned. He realiz- 


ed that his conscience was tormenting him. 
As soon as he began to make restitution to the 
people he had robbed, a great peace and happi- 
ness came over him. 


This young man was the product of a home 


destroyed by divorce. Bad influences and en- 
vironment made him a-criminal, but they could 
not keep him so. It is an exceptionally inter- 
esting case, especially for students of crimin- 
ology. It demonstrates that the inner self can 
rise above and conquer environment of 
the 


worst sort. To men like this, the world is al- 
ways ready to extend the helping hand. Young 
men'who are just starting on the downward 
path can learn from this Portland youth that 
it is never too late to turn back and take the 
right road.
